THE NAVAL DRIVE. 
The attack upon the German sub­ 
marine base st Zeebrugge, which is 
said to have been entirely successful, 
presages the beginning of the end 
of the submarine menace, we believe. 
Oleo urge, the submarine danger will 
not be wholly eliminated for some 
time, but the way to end this is ap­ 
parent, and now it seems that the 
British navy* aided by the American 
and French forces, Is ready to start 
a campaign of annihilation. 
That the activity of the British na­ 
val forces was forecasted by Germany 
seems probable from the ultimatum 
to Holland. If the bases at Zeebrugge 
and Ostend are made untenable for 
the Huns, they would like to have 
the coast of Holland* for operations. 
If Holland will acquiesce in the de­ 
mands of Germany and let the Ger­ 
mans use Holland as they see fit, it 
will mean that the entire coast of the 
little country will be subject to Ger­ 
man use. 
It would mean a substi­ 
tute for the abandoned bases on the 
Belgian coast. 
But the complete success of the Al­ 
lied navies over the submarine on 
the Belgian coast will open a great 
field for Allied offensive. With the 
submarine bases blown up, the coast 
of Belgium will be made a landing 
place for Allied armies. The right 
wing of the Germany army will be 
turned back. Lille and the rich man­ 
ufacturing part of France and Bel­ 
gium will be recaptured. With Hol­ 
land 6till neutral, this would mean a 
much greater victory for the Allies 
than has been won by either side thus 
far. It would also mean that the seas 
are under the complete domination 
of the Allied navies and the com­ 
ing in with the Allies of Denmark 
and Norway. 
Even Sweden, realiz­ 
ing the course of the war, would 
probably choose to side with the 
powers of the seas. The elimination 
of the submarine means the elimina­ 
tion of the German navy, for once th* 
Allied navie sare busy and victorious 
might will be their deeds.

GUARDS HOC VICTOR 


Rome, April 24.— (Correspondence 
of The Associated Press)—Among 
the most unhappy men in Italy are 
said to be the sixty soldiers of the 
King’s Guard who are not per­ 
mitted to go to the front and fight 
like their brothers. The reason for 
this restriction is that these sixty 
men could probably not be replaced 
if killed, injured, or taken prison­ 
ers. 
They are chosen with the ut­ 
most care not only as regards their 
habits and training but for their 
height the minimum of which is six 
feet 
"They begin where other men stop 
growing," according to 
a popular 
saying. Many of them are even seven 
feet in height. They are chosen 
from the carabinieri or military po­ 
lice and must have absolutely un­ 
stained records. Each newly enroll­ 
ed man, if he accepts the appoint­ 
ment, must agree to remain for a 
term of five years in the guard, aft­ 
er which he may or may not re-enlist. 
During that period ,al8o, he may not 
marry. 
The guards and their horses are 
quartered inside the grounds of the 
royal palace on the Quirinal Hill. The 
Guard does sentinel duty inside these 
grounds when King Victor Emmanuel 
is in Rome, and also accompany him 
on state occasions, as on 
that 
of 
March 14, 1912, when, as the King 
was going along the Corso to visit 
the tomb of his father in the Panth­ 
eon, the anarchist d’Alba fired twice 
and wounded Captain Lang of the 
Guard instead of the King. 
Since the war began, although the 
King lives at the front and undergoes 
all its dangers, members of the guard 
are to be seen now and then walk­ 
ing through the streets of Rome, at­ 
tracting attention and admiration be­ 
cause of their immense figures and 
shining helmets, but, for all that, 
jealous of the stained and bespatter­ 
ed gray-green uniforms of soldiers on 
leave from the front trenches.

as the war drags on. The republic 
recently signed a convention for fin­ 
ancing the sale of several million 
tons of cereals to the Entente Allies,- 
which really amounted to a huge loan 
and there have been other events in 
financial circles which show that Ar­ 
gentine credit abroad and confidence 
at home are progressing 
hand 
in 
hand. 
The fact that is being most widely 
commented upon by the Argentine 
newspapers is that confidence at 
home has become so strong that 
stocks of the National Mortgage bank 
known as "credulas hlpotecarias" are 
bring quoted at par for the first 
time in their history. These credulas 
are looked upon In financial circles 
as baromtters of the nation's condi­ 
tion, for they are shares In a bank 
which is backed by the government 
and they fluctuate with the improve­ 
ment or weakening of 
government 
credit 
Usually they are quoted 
94 and 95 and they have never gone 
to par even during the boom seasons 
when everything else 
was being 
sought by investors. 
Now there is an animated competi­ 
tion on the Stock Exchange for these 
cedulas and large blocks of them are 
changing hands daily, which the news 
papers take as an indication that the 
public's confidence in the Irigoyen 
government has become so strength­ 
ened that it, at last, is willing to in­ 
vest in government shares the large 
surplus of money which has been ly­ 
ing idle in savings banks ever since 
the war began.

SYNOPSIS OF ADDRESS DELIVER- 
■ ED AT EPISCOPAL CHURCH 
I BY C. E. R. CUTLER SUNDAY 


As a bell must be made of the best 
materials, manufactured by the most 
skilful workmen and carefully placed 
in its belfry if it is to perform the 
work it was intended for, so must 
the boy or girl use the best and most 
available material in building charac­ 
ter and following high ideals. 
The 
public school system was established 
with the idea of molding this human 
material, but in the free and easy 
days of peace and 
prosperity 
not 
enough attention has been given to 
the actual working of the system and 
thousands have been 
permitted 
to 
grow up in ignorance and with wrong 
ideals. This has been largely due to 
the parsimonious manner of provid­ 
ing funds for the support of schools, 
a fact that caused the best qualified 
teachers to seek other lines of work 
where the remuneration was greater. 
Many children were worked in the 
factories when they should have been 
in school. The result is not credita­ 
ble to the nation and it must be eradi­ 
cated by the war. Washington is cit­ 
ed as a striking example of a self- 
educated and self-made man, 
who 
utilized material at hand for develop­ 
ing his character. 
As a result of these mistakes In 
education and wrong ideals in times 
past a selfishness has pervaded some 
men to an extent that loyalty to their 
country is of secondary importance, 
but they will now have a chance to 
repent. 
In war time the really big men are 
brought to the front. 
They devote 
every ounce of energy and strength 
of brain and talents to the work of 
saving their 
country. 
While 
the 
young men of brawn and courage 
are at the front offering their lives 
as a sacrifice to keep the foe from 
sweeping away everything they hold 
dear, producers in every line are re­ 
doubling their efforts to do their part 
at home. 
There has been opposition at home 
to every war. 
The Revolution had 
its tories who clung to King George 
and today there are men in this na­ 
tion, some of foreign birth and oth­ 
ers American born who have sought 
to hamper and embarrass the prose­ 
cution of the war. 
There are two 
kinds of tories today, one who stands 
in high places and criticises the gov­ 
ernment for the management of the 
war, and the other who seeks by vio­ 
lence to destroy war industries. Part 
of the blame for this must be placed 
on certain colleges where 
fanatics 
and exponents of sociology have ex­ 
pounded false doctrines, have inflam­ 
ed class against class and quietly in­ 
jected Prussianism into the minds of 
their students. 
Their 
dupes 
have 
gone about creating a hatred for our 
government and all it stands for that 
has caused trouble. 
This work of 
spreading seeds of disloyalty has been 
fostered by German money and Ger­ 
man instructors in colleges have at 
times been in the employ of the Ger­ 
man government and German /ads 
have been spread and made more 
popular than the simple American 
way and EngUsh tongue. 
The literature 
of 
the 
English 
speaking people is a landmark of 
which the people of the world may 
be proud and its spirit WiU live long 
after the German Uterature with its 
selfish spirit has gone down into ob­ 
livion. In the future we should give 
more attention to the Anglo-Saxon 
with its seriousness of thought, touch 
of melancholy, its plainness and prac­ 
tical style, for from the very first 
glimmer of literature in the story of 
Beowulf it has taught the virtue of 
living for others. 
"This period of our country de­ 
mands simplicity. 
The simple ways 
of the forefathers of worship, educa­ 
tion and business should be returned 
to and are worthy of emulation. Du­ 
ties simply performed best serve by 
doing even and exact justice. 
Right 
is a simple thing. 
It needs no frills 
and trimmings, its service generally 
is complete and successful when ma­ 
nipulated by hands and minds doing 
their duty in the light and the man­ 
ner they unostentatiously see it in. 
"The English speaking people have 
the material, it has been forced upon 
them by the wise English and Anglo- 
Saxon men and women of genius and 
talents for centuries; but it is the du­ 
ty of this generation to advocate and 
insist as American citizens, that none 
but the works and writings of the 
English speaking people touching up­ 
on Just and humane government, and 
those that immigrate to America's 
shores have no opportunity to hear 
nothing but the English about them, 
and that no newspapers, periodicals 
or any other publication be printed 
or sold than those that are printed in 
English. 
"That 
a competent 
government 
censor check up with power to elim­ 
inate and suppress all objectionable 
books, writings and publications. 
“This character of service must be 
performed and agitated by the civil­ 
ian. Punish severely all writers and 
speakers, whose writings and utter­ 
ances Incite or 
teach - propaganda 
and have but one propaganda, and 
have that written In 
EngUsh 
and 
taught in English schools by Ameri­ 
can teachers, 'that this is a govern­ 
ment of the people, by the people and 
(or the people.' 
"It is no time to let the sentiments 
of naturalized citizens for the father­ 
land to be expressed, for every citizen 
is either for the government, 
or 
against the government, and no clt- 
isen can be for the government, un­ 
less he can speak, write or utter the 
English in the United States. 
"Let's use this reliable American 
material of Anglo-Saxon origin, as it 
will be free (rom defects and imper­ 
fections, but remember it must be in 
speech, the EngUsh always conveying 


American ideals of free, just and hu­ 
mane government which in the fin­ 
ish will make an ideal and perfect 
American with love and loyalty for 
his flag and country.”

GERMANS EVADE FOOD 
PRICE REGULATIONS. 
(Bs the Associated Press) 
Washington, April 24.—Price fix­ 
ing in Germany has been a failure 
and profiteering exists 
everywhere, 
says the April bulletin of the Bureau 
of labor statistics. The upper classes 
are rolling in wealth while the mass­ 
es are in abject poverty. 
Not daring to tax the people di­ 
rectly, the bulletin says, money is 
raised for the war by floating loans. 
These loans although, taken to some 
extent by the wealthy classes are 
really paid for by the people who 
have to pay exorbitant prices. 
With- 
imports cut off, the land does not 
produce enough to properly sustain 
life. 
Shortly after the war started max­ 
imum prices were fixed on commodi­ 
ties, but these, says the bulletin, were 
evaded by dealers 
and 
producers. 
Regulations of the amounts of the 
necessities sold to one customer was 
attempted but resulted in much illic­ 
it trading at high prices with the rich 
getting the much needed commodi­ 
ties. 
German government ’ figures show 
the cost of living toh ave increased 
117 per cent but the buletin says 
these figures do not show the real 
facts. 
Buying has to be ilicitly done 
to get the goods and enormous pri­ 
ces have to be paid.

DISPLAYED OF CAPTURED 
. GERMAN WEAPONS 
With the American 
Army 
in 
France, April I.— (Correspondence of 
The Associated Press.)—An Ameri­ 
can divisional intelligence office In 
the rear of our Tout front, one day 
recently, resembled a museum in an 
American police headquarters. The 
only difference was that in the in­ 
telligence office there were a wider 
variety of more deadly weapons than 
any police department ever gathered. 
In one corner there was a captured 
German machine gun on its tripod. A 
rolled belt of cartridges was near IL 
In another corner there were a num­ 
ber of flame projectors—the German 
flammenwerfers—which 
had 
been 
brought in from No Man’s Land. On 
one table there was a small automat­ 
ic pistol taken from a German killed 
in our trenches during a raid. On 
another table land out in an orderly 
row was a collection of other auto­ 
matic pistols, large and small. One 
had a stock that could be fitted to 
the pistol handle, forming a weapon 
that might be fired from the should­ 
er like a rifle. 
Another was packed away in a 
leather holster so constructed that 
three spare loaded magazines could 
be carried in it. Both were of makes 
well known throughout the world and 
both were, from the German point of 
view, the last words In the pistol- 
maker’s art. There were still other 
pistols, a 
club, 
a 
wilked-looking 
trench knife equally good for chop­ 
ping fire-wood or slashing a throat. 
There was a short bayonet with a 
blade as sharp as a razor and a point 
as sharp as a needle. The blade was 
hardly more than six Inches long and 
the weapon, fitted on the end of a 
rifle was designed for close work. 
Bunches of grenades were sprinkl­ 
ed here and there. 
By a table leg 
stood a German "dud” shell. Nearby 
part of an aerial 
torpedo 
rested. 
Clips of enemy cartridges both for 
rifles and pistols were every where. 
A German sniper's rifle was stand­ 
ing in a corner. There was a tele­ 
scope sight for sniping, one “tool” 
used for eliminating the flash on the 
end of a spitting machine-gun, anoth­ 
er for silencing the roptr from a rifle. 
Added to all this there were hang­ 
ing around the wall on various nails 
big American automatic pistols on 
belts—the property of officers and 
men in the office, hung up in a place 
within easy reach. 
All the weapons except these last 
had been the property of the German 
government until American soldiers 
on line captured them. Some of the 
articles had tied to them little togs 
upon which was written the name 
and organization of the American 
who secured them. Each tag signifi­ 
ed that some “doughboy” wanted his 
trophy returned to him, provided it 
was of no use to the army. But, as a 
soldier in the line has no place to 
keep such things, which would sim­ 
ply add to his already heavy load, all 
that intelligence officers did not de­ 
sire for their own official purposes 
were put away for the men 
who 
wanted them. 
If American troops yet to take 
their places in the lipe. obtain as 
many trophies as their predecessors, 
many a home in the United States 
will have in it after the war a weap­ 
on “made in Germany.” And every 
weapon .will have attached to it a 
; personal story of how it was captur- 
* ed on our front in France. 


Seven important reasons why coal 
should be stored early are given by 
P. A. Norris, federal fuel administra­ 
tor for Oklahoma. 
“There are many difficulties to 
face in the future,” says Mr. Norris, 
"and the eoal. outlook is not bright. 
Dealers and consumers should store 
now for several reasons: 
First: 
Summer, reductions 
are 
now in effect, and the consumer can 
save money by buying at this time. 
Dealers who want to store coal and 
sell next winter can make more profit 
than they can by waiting till winter 
to buy. 
Second: 
Consumers who lay in 
their coal this summer will be pro­ 
tected against 
probable 
suffering 
next winter. 
Third: There may net be enough 
coal next winter. Oklahoma Coal is 
needed in the many cantonments in 
the Southwest. Our shortage last win­ 
ter was partly due to the demand of 
Ft. Sill, Camp Doniphan, Camp Bowie 
and other camps in the marketing 
territory of the Oklahoma mines. For 
various reasons It is not ;t * 
I Ie 
for the camps to put in enough coal 
during the summer. An urgent call 
for coal next winter from the camps 
is almost certain and the needs of the 
soldiers must be supplied. Domestic 
consumers can hardly expect to have 
their orders filled next winter when 
the government needs the coal, if 
they have failed to provide for their 
neds when mines need orders to keep 
them running. 
Fourth: 
The mines 
must 
be 
kept busy. 
There is plenty of coal 
in the ground to supply every de­ 
mand. Labor and shipping facilities 
are probably sufficient to toke care 
of the coal, provided every mine is 
busy every day and no cars are al­ 
lowed to stand idle. To keep these 
mines running and the cars busy this 
summer dealers and consumers must 
send in their orders early. 
Fifth: 
We must buy to hold la­ 
bor. 
In the Southwest consumers 
have been accustomed .to buying only 
when the need for coal is urgent. As 
J a result mines have been forced to 
close down in the summer, and the 


j labor often drifts to 
other 
fields, 


i Consumers in the Southwest, there­ 
fore, for self protection should or­ 
der now and keep the labor here. 
Sixth: 
The labor supply may de­ 
crease. 
As the big battle rages in 
Europe, it becomes more evident that 
America must put in the men and 
material for winning the war. 
We 
must deliver the 
knock-out 
blow. 
This means that millions of young 
American men may go to war, there­ 
by decreasing the number of miners, 
j lf we are to have a supply of coal to 
meet every need, we must put forth 
every effort to get this above the 
ground and into the bins of the deal­ 
ers aud consumers before these young 
men are called. 
Seventh: 
The fuel administration 
is now advising dealers and consum­ 
ers to buy and store coal early. Un­ 
less this advice is taken, the admin­ 
istration cannot guarantee coal de* 
liveries next winter. This is a warn­ 
ing that a fuel famine may be ahead.

They 
not only have returned their flour and 
marketed their wheat, but they have 
refused to taks even the six pound 
monthly allowance of flour and are 
using substitutes entirely. 
This is the response of the patriots 
of Oklahoma to the call of Hoover for 
every possible ounce of flour and 
every extra bushel of wheat. Car­ 
loads of wheat and flour are leaving 
Oklahoma for the muddy fields of 
Picardy. 
Oklahoma people are coming to 
realize that those who remain behind 
should be willing to do without wheat 
flour; that if they are safe and ara 
enjoying the good things of life in 
•rery way, they should give up a few 
of the things that are not necessary 
for them to have but are necessary 
for the boys at the front. At the 
present rate, it is predicted that prac­ 
tically all of Oklahoma will soon be 
on an entirely substitute basis. Noth­ 
ing could better convince the world 
that we mean to go through this war 
to the end than for every Oklahoman 
to adopt a wheatless menu three 
times each dav.

History of Case 
San Francisco, April 24.—The so­ 
called Hindu conspiracy case had the 
world for its stage. 
It brought to 
light a movement which admittedly 
was active simultaneously in many 
world capitals to overthrow British 
rule in the Punjab, and to extend 
revolutionary control until it should 
include every principality in the vast 
Indian empire. 
The government of 
the United States acted because it 
was alleged that American soil was 
bein- used to set up a military expe­ 
dition against a friendly power, and 
this was the specific charge against 
the defendants, of whom there were 
more than thirty.

cut lanes through it; if so, this pres­ 
aged an early morning attack on our 
trenches. 
Of course I had to be one of the four 
selected for the Job. It was just like 
sending a fellow to the undertaker’s 
to order his own coffin. 
At ten o’clock we started out, armed 
with three bombs, a bayonet and re­ 
volver. 
After getting into No Man’s 
Land we separated. Crawling four or 
five feet at a time, ducking star shells, 
with strays 
cracking overhead, I 
reached their wire. I scouted along 
this inch by inch, scarcely breathing. 
I could hear them talking in their 
trench, my heart was pounding against 
my ribs. Qne false move or the least 
noise from me meant discovery and 
almost certain death. 
After covering my sector I quietly 
crawled back. I had gotten about half 
way when I noticed that my revolver 
was missing. 
It was pitch dark. 
I 
turned about to see if I could find it; 
it couldn't he far away, because about 
three or four minutes previously I had 
felt the butt In the holster. I crawled 
around in circles and at last found it, 
then started on my way hack to our 
trenches, as I thought. 
Pretty soon I reached barbed wire, 
and was Just going to give the pass­ 
word when something told me not to. 
I put out my hand and touched one of 
the barbed wire stakes. It was iron. 
The British are of wood,, while the 
German are iron. My heart stopped 
boating; by mistake I had crawled 
hack to the German lines. 
I turned slowly about and my tunic 
caught on the wire and made a loud 
ripping noise. 
A sharp challenge rang out. 
I 
sprang to my feet, ducking low, and 
ran madly back toward our lines. The 
Germans started firing. 
The bullets 
were biting all around me, when bang! 
I ran smash into our wire, and a sharp 
challenge, “ ’Alt, who comes there?” 
rang out. I gasped out the password, 
and, groping my way through the lane 
in the wire, tearing my hunds and 
uniform, I tumbled into our trench and 
was sale. but I was a nervous wreck 
for an hour, until a drink of rum 
brought me round.

After tea Lieutenant Stores of our 
section came Into the dugout and in­ 
formed me that I was “for” a reconnoi­ 
tering patrol and would carry six Mills 
bombs. 
At l l :30 that night twelve men. our 
lieutenant and myself went out in 
front on a patrol in No Man’s Land. 
We cruised around in the dark for 
about two hours, just knocking about 
looking for trouble, on the lookout for 
Boche working parties to see what 
they were doing. 
Around two in the morning we were 
carefully picking our way about thirty 
yards in front of the German barbed 
wire, when we walked into a Boche 
covering party nearly thirty strong. 
Then the music started, the fiddler ren­ 
dered his bill, and we paid. 
Fighting In the dark with a bayonet 
Is not very pleasant. 
The Germans 
took it on the run, but our officer was 
no novice at the game and didn’t fol­ 
low them. He gave the order “down 
on the ground, hug it close.” 
Just Id time, too, because a volley 
skimmed over our heads. Then in low 
tones we "Were told to separate and 
crawl back to our trenches, each man 
on his own. 
We could see the flashes of theit 
rifles In the darkness, but the bullet! 
were going over our heads. 
We lost three men killed and on* 
wounded in the arm. If It hadn’t been 
for our officer’s quick thinking tbs 
whole patrol would have probably 
ben n wiped out.
